FOREIGN LANGUAGE PUBLICATIONS 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 102 of 
the National Security Act of 197, as amended, and 
for the purposes enunciated in paragraphs (d) and 
(e) thereof, the National Security Council hereby 
authorizes and directs that: 

1. The Director of Central Intelligence shall 
dneuve the eeerdinatien ef coordinate the procure- 
ment of foreign senguage publications for use by 
the Departments and Agencies of the Government for 
intelligence purposes, 4% being underateed that 
eaptuved deeuments ave excepted frem this previsien. 

2. The Director of Central Intelligence shall 
provide, as @ primary vespensibitity, as a service of 
common concern, fer the following services support to 
the IAC agencies: 

a, Broeparing and aéeseminating The exploita- 
tion of foreign language publications for intelli- 
gence purposes, &-g., the production of English 
language excerpts, summaries, abstracts, compila-
